have made greater Submiffions, and more difadvantagious Pra:

"a ge t “ fi — to be Gurcciardin’s Invention. , 
n the fame place we have an dccount~ of the Inveftitur 
tae Dutchy of Mi/an, given ‘by the Emperor Meciimilion L 4 
Lew/s XII. and a clear account’of the latters pretenfions to thaz 
Duchy, Our Author in general takes care to explainas well 
as he can, the publick Law of Nations, and the Origine of the 
Rights, and reciprocal Pretenfions of Princes, and the Impor- 
tance-of the Articles of their Treaties, becaufe thofe Things are 
not well illuftrated by Hiftorians. What he fays, adds M. Ber- 
nard, is true in, general, yet we have a Book called the Intereft 
and Maxims of Princes writ by the Duke.of Robaz; which 
learned Men take to be incomparable in its kind, and to have well 


explained thofe Rights. Our Author gives us an-account how 


the Venetians retook the Town of Pada, and of the Emperor’s 
endeavouring to recover it, but in vain, which revived the Coun- 


‘sage of the Venetians, and gave them ground to hope, that their 


tuine was not onavoidable. That which encourg’d their Subjects 
was a Decree publifhed by the Senate, promifing to indemnify 
their faithful Subjeéts, as to all the Loffes they had faftiined or 
fhould ‘fuftain during that War, which they exaétly fu'filled,and 
this encourag’d their Subjects to adhere to them, with fuch a 
Zeal, as has few Examples. 2. Our Author in the 2d Book, 
sives us an account how'the great Succefs of Lewis XU. in Italy 
excited the Jealoufy of Pope Fudivs 2d againft them, which pro- 
ved: very favourable to the Venetians ; for the Pope made a fepa- 
rate Peace with then, and folemnly abfolved them from thecen- 
fures of the Church.they had incur’d; for tho’ he afted always 
from paffion, he had teafons why the-Venetians fhould be brought - 
lower, as well as why they fhould not:be utterly ruin’d. They 
were look’d upon’as the chief Barrier in Ita/y again{t the Lure, 
who was more formidable then than now. ‘Fass Il. did not 
fatisty himfelf with having made Peace, but did what‘he ‘could 
to-bring the Emperor alfo toa Peace with the Vezetians. by tong 
but fruitlefs Negotiations, of which our Author gives us a large 
account. Here alfo our Author acquaints us, that the League 
betwixt Lewis Xl. and the Swiffers, being finifhed, and-that 
Prince, unwilling to grant all their Demands, they invaded the 
Milanefe, but were repulfed by the Frezch: » te gives us a'fo.an 
account of the fruitlels Endsavours which ZLewwzs made ule of “ 
e 
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be reconciled with the Pope, of the the Warlike A€tions of the 
latter, how the Emperor and Lewis affzmbled a Council at Pi/a, 
to reform the Church both in its Head and Membersy and of the 
perplexity of Lewis KII. who would willingly have made peace 
with the Pope, but without ruining his own Affairs. Here alfo 
we are inform’d of the Emperor Maximilian’s ambition to be 
made Pope after Fudizs II. with ore of his Letters to the Barone 
de Lichtenftein, containing the Meafures he had laid down to ac- 
complifh it. 

Our Author, who is frequent in his judicious RefleGtions, makes 
one here by the way on the Subje& of Republicks. * They ®- 
fually flourifh, fays he, while they make ufé of their -:power 
to maintain their Commerce by Maritime Expedittons, and res 
mote Acquifitions, whereas they exhauft themfelves when they 
make ufe of their Force to’conquer neighbouring Countries that 
are of no ufe totheir Trade, and make them fubjeSted by their 
Neighbours. 

He explains very exaftly the Emperors feveral pretenfions, and 
the nature of them to feveral States in Ira/y. 

Il. The third Book begins with a very pleafant Deftription of 
their way of making War, and the Arms they made ufe of, when 
our Author wrote the Hiftory. [carnor enter into all the parti- 
culars, but {hall content my felf with a few of the chief. 

They never made War then in the Night time's and for fear 
of difturbing the Soldiers reft, the Artillery ceafed firing from 
Sun fetting till the morning, both on the Ramparts of the Be- 
fieged, and on the Batteries of the Befiegers, They fhed little 
Blood in Battles, except it happen’d by inadvertency. Their chief 
end was to make Prifoners of War, in order to obiain large ran- 
fons, We read in Machiavel, an account of the 2 moft memo- 
cable Battles that were fought in Ita/y till his time, both with 
refpett to their Confequences, and the Reputation of the Gene- 
rals and Soldiers. The firft is the Battle of Amghiari, where the 
fight lafted 4 hours, and that of Cuffracaro, which continued ve- 
ry fierce for half a Day. In the account of thefe famous Buttes, 
he tells us, the right Wing was. defeated on one fide, and 
the left Wing being victorious, came to their affiftance, the 
Field of Bartle was loft and won -feveral times. There is so 
Tramontan, fays ke, bat will think that when I come to the Con. 
clufion of the Account of thofe Barrles, I (hould exhibit a Cara- 
logue of the killed and wounded, and thac he fhould fad it as 
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large as in the barbarous Battles of other Nations who are lef; . 
polite. Yet in the Battle of Ca/tracero, there was none either 
killed or wounded, but that of Azgbiari was more bloody,where 
the vanquifhed loft one Man of Arms, and yer he died neithes 
by Fire nor Sword, but falling from his Horfe in rhe Scuffle,was 
{titled by a Squadron, which rode over him. . | 
” Before Char/es the Sth went to Naples, the Cannons were made 
of a pipe of BrafS bhalf°an Inch thick, inclofed in 2 Cafe of 
Wood, and covered over with Leather. Two pair of Oxen drew 
' {lowly thofe light Machins, apd_two other pair were yok’d to 
tte Waggon, which carried a {mall quantity of Stone Bullets, 
and other Amfhunition nceeffary for this Arcillery. Charles V{JI. 
fhew’d the Italtans Reavy Brais Cannons, that fhot iron Bullets, 
' and were drawn by Horfes,_ Sg 

They then made ufé of Mortars that fhor only Stones. The 
firft Bombs were made ufe of in 1588. at the Siege of Wachren- 
donckin Guelderland. _ } 

They fcarce had then in the Mediterranean any ten of War 
with High Decks. Their Veffels of War confifted chiefly in Gal- 
leys and other Veflels,. with Oars and Sails. We are chock’d at 
Hiftorians, when they {peak of the prodigious number of Gal- 
leys which the Sates‘ of Ita/y then fitted out. Their account 

eems incredible, confidering the finall number of Galleys, thofe 
Srates are now able to putto Sea. But ae not confider two 
Things, that juftify thefe Hiftorians. 1. -The decay of thofe 
States, and that moft of-’em have loft Gnce the beginning of the 

16th Century, half thelr people, and more than half their Trade, _ 
2..That moft of the Galleys of thofé times were not fo large as 
ours. The Crew of each Galley was then only 150 Rowers, and 
the Equipage and Soldiers.made up only about $0 Men. 

The Armies of thofe times were more valiant than now, and 
Soldiers fewer in oy eet to the reft of the people. Since all 
Men are not fit for War, they saifed-only,a certain number of 
sood Soldiers, and the fewer the better. The fmall number of 
Troops that princes then ftood in need of, was the caufe that 
few made War their profeffion, except they were fit for it, and 
inclined toit. Their obligation to carry Arms finifhed with the 
Campaign, aad thofe who were flighted for want of Courage, or 


had engag’d themfelves without it, were at liberty to retire after 
they. had been tried. | 


But 
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_ But in thefe Armies there was not fo much Difcipline and 9- 
bedience as in ours. - "Twas impoffible that Troops fo raifed and 
made up, could be equal to thofe of our times. Defertion w25 
not then a capital Crime, and to forfake their Colours in the mid- 
die of a Campaign, among people lifted only for 5 or 6 months 
we who fcarce knew one another, was only called retiring too 

oon. 

After this Defcription in the 3d Book, he gives us the Hiftory 
of the calling of a Council at St. Fobn de Latran, by Fulius It. 
to oppofe the Council of Pifa, that of the,Exploits of Gafton de 
Fox in Italy; who terrify’d the pope and all his Allies; the 
Death of this able General, who was killed at the Battle of 
Ravenna in the 24th year of his age; the ill conduét of the 
French, ‘after this Battle, by which they loft all their Conquefts 
in Italy, except one or two Caftles; and how the Emperor for- 
fook the French, joined the pope, and adhered to the Council 
of Latran, atier which Passes If. laid France under an Interdi€ét. 
This pope attempted co chafe out of Ita/y all thofe he called 
Barbarians, 8. ¢. to deprive all princes who were not I[ta/ans, or 
did refide a&tually in Jea/y, of all they pofizifid there. Thefe 
Idea’s, fays our Author, feem’d to have been long ago the fio- 
rite project of the Ivalans, and the famous Machiave/, not fatis- 
fied wich {cattering them up and down in his Works, wrote a 
Treatife on purpofe, which is the laft Chapter of his prince, in- 
tituled, Exhortation a delivrer [ Itahe des Barbares, i.e. An 
Exhortation to deliver \taly from the Barbarians, comprehending 
under this odious name, according to the cuftom of his Country 
men, the Spaniards. French and Germans. 

Our Author informs us, of a pleafant Artifice of Fulizs the 
2d, to oblige Henry the 8th of Exgland, to mike Wir upon 
Lewis the 12th, King of France. There was a Neceffity for this 
End to gain the Members of parliament. Indulgences and Ke- 
licks were not valved by that illuftzious Body. They were befides 
fo rich, that all the Treafures of his Holinefs could not make 
prefents capable to move them. He thought of an Expedient, 
which coft himlefS. He fent to the Iames a Galeas laden with 
delicious Wine, Creefe, Salt Meat, and all the Dainties of hor 
Countries, of which, fays our Author, the people of the North 
are {fo covetous. All arrived fafe and exaétly at the time of 
opening of the parliament. Wine makes people thanktul to 
thofe that giveit them. The Exgli who dran& daily that at 
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the Pope, {poke of nothing but how to pleafe ‘his Holinefs. {6 
rhat all paffed to his Satisfa€tion. Our Kathot fhews xn 
actly, how after fo much fuccef$, Lewis the rath loft fo quickly 
all his poffeffions in Iva/y ; forthe French Army, who the 1th 
of April 1512 encamped Vi€torious on the Shoat of the Adria- 
tick Sea, without having any Enemy in the Field, and-tho’ they 
had nothing behind them but the Countries that had fubmirted,. 
they were drove back to the A/ps the a8th of Fuxe the fame 
ear, without defending one City, or giving Battle. Mazimilian 
_ Sforfagvas put in poffettion of the tvhole Milanefe, except Par- 
maand Plafencia, by the Swiffers. | 3 
IV. Befides feveral other lefs confiderable Events-in the ath 
Book, we have the Alliance of Lesers the rath, with the Vere. 
tians, to recover their Domains. The Death of Julies the 2d, 
and the Eleétion of Leo X. who, tho he affetted to fhew a greater 
reipett to the French than his predeceflor, yet was no more fa- P 
vourable to them. The Diffolution of the Council of Pz/2, which 
Lewis the 12th was very willing toconfent to at the Inrreaticg. 
of LeoX. The unfuccefstul Attempt of the French to recover 
the Milanefe, the Death of Lewis the rath, the Advancement 
of Francis the 1{t to the Crown, who pafled the A/ps with a 
| ee by an unufual way, and feized part of the Al-. 
lanefe. aie 
! Speaking of the Treaty of peace between.Lewis the.12th and 
Henry the 8th, our Author endeavours to confute a great many 
Authors, who have writ, that the Kings of EngJand, when they 
treat with the Kings of France, retufe them the Title of King 
of France in the Inftruments of rheir Treaties, which they deli- 
ver to the moft Chriftian Kings.. They think the Engl: call 
them French King by affe€tation, as if the. Kings of England 
pretended thereby to make a refervalion of their own Rights to 
the French Monarchy, fays our Author, which they have {fo fre- 
quently renounced. He thinks the Miftake is founded on this, 
The Kings of England weat in Latin with the Kings: of France, 
and in that Language deliver to Freace their Inftrument of Treaty, 
Now the King of Frazee is not called in Latin Rex Francie King 
of France, but King of the French; Francorum Rex. They take 
this Title to themfelves in all Latin Ats and the Legends of their 
Money. There were Kings of the French before there were 
Kings of France, becaufe there was a people over whom their 
Anceftors rcigned,. who were called: Franks: before any part of 
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‘Gaul was called France. Twas the people who gave their name 
to the Country after they conquer’d it, and not the Country 
which gaye name to the peopte. The French was form’d a long 
time after the Settlement of their Monarchy, and in this Lan- 
. guage the Title of King’s of France was given to the moft Chri- 
{tian Kings, according to the ufual denomination cf other Sove- 
reigns, and the Genius of modern Languages. Yer thofé Princes 
have always continu’d to call-themfelves Kings of the Francks in 
Latin. Thur, fays he, *tis Speaking in the Stile of the Kings of 
France themfelves, and without any {uch defign that the Kings 
of England have called them in rhe [nftruments of Treaties, Rex 
Frencorum. Togive them this Title in Latin, is to give them 
that of King of France in French, which the Kings of England 
have done, when occafion offered. 
V. Since ’tis reckoned that the War, which Venice maintained 
for 8 Years coft em so0000eo Crowns of Gold, itis Natural to 
‘demand where that Republick could have fo great aSum. To 
<anfwer this Queftion, our Author in his 5th and faft Book, after 
“mentioning a Treaty betwixt France and theSwiffers, which tke 
latter did not Keep, gives us a very curious Defcription of the 
-flourifLing State of thatRepublick when the War began. To 
{peak the Truth, that Republick was then Miftrefs almoft of all 
“the Commerce. The Portuguese had not then found the way to 
“the Indies round Africa. ‘ 

Venice was the Magazine of all the Merchandize that came 
from the feveral Corners of Afia, and fold them at what Price 
they pleafed: Befides they had choice Manufa€&ures of Silk, 
Wool, Cryftals, &c. which they vented every where. 

They had alfo found the Secret of making themfelves Mafters 
of all the Salt confum’d in Ira/y, and other Places, but the Face 
of Things changed much during the Time of this War, and 
more afterwards. 

_Qur Author obferves on this occafion, that fince the way was 
found out to have Merchandize from A/a cheaper than before,they 
who carry on this Trade, have augmented exceedingly the Con- 
fumption of thofe Commodities, which occafions a very great 
Lofs to Europe. He pretends alfo to foretell, that one Day, th. 
moft flourifhing Provinces of Europe will be in as langui(hirg « 
condition as the moft defolate Provinces, if they who trade t 
the [zdies continue it with as much fury, as chey have endea- 


voured to augment it inemulation to one another fines 1698. 
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After this Digreffior, our Author returns to the War in Italy, 
and defcribes the famous Battle of Mfarignan, in which Francis I. 
defeated the Surfers, and by this Vittcry made himfel£ intire 
Mafter of the Ali/aneze. He fpeaks afterwards, but briefly, of 
the Agreement betwixt Leo X. and Francis. 1. at Boulogna, where 
the Pope and that Prince preferring their own particular Intereft 
to that of the Church, concluded to abolifh. the: pragmatick San&ti- 
on, and to fettle the Agreement. He fpeaks afterwards of the Em- 
peror’s Irruption into Ira/y,in 15.16. and of his fpeedy Retreat ; of 
the taking of Brefc1a by the French and Venetians; of the Death 
of the King of <Arragon , the Treaty of Neyon between Francis I. 
and Charles V, atterwards Emperor; of the Agreement of the 
trench and Venetians with the Emperor ; the Treaty of Fribourg 
between France and the Caztcazs, which was the Foundation of 
all thofethat have been made fince, and he finifhes by fhewing us 
how the War ended, as follows. 

‘ Fhe firft Fall of the Venetians, fays he, was fo great and 
“ {urprizing, that they feem/’d to be ruined to all ineents and pur- 
© pofes. In the Opinion of Machtavel himfef, that ftrange Fall 
© was anevident Proof, that there’s an [Intelligence {nperior to 
the Prudence of Men, who does what he pleafes as to the de- 
ftiny of States. The Venetians recovered afterwards, but not 
without leaving rich Spoils inthe Hands of their Enemies, wha 
had harrasdthem. The Pope kept Romagaca intite, which he 
- had takenfrom them, and the Cremonefe, with the.Ghiara d° 
Adda continued re-united to the Dutchy of Mi/az. The Empe- 
ror kept Rive, Roveredo, and Gradifca, which:he had conquered 
from them during the War, and the Harbours they poffefled in 
the Kingdom. of Naples, before it began, were re-united to 
that State. The Duke of Ferrara, by this War, fhook off the 
Servitudes the Vexetians had impofed upon him, which were 
as fo many Trophies of the Ancient Vittories of the Republick. 
* Infhort, the War of Cambray made the. Venetians loofe almoft 
* half their Dominions in Ira/y. 

But £ muft obferve before I finifh: this Extra&t, that wh€n our 
Author fpoke of the Times wherein he wrote his Hiftory that 
Battles were not Bloody, we muft underftadd it of the Time that 
preceded the: League of Cambray, and not from: the time of that 
League, For he {peaks of very bloody Battles, inone of which, 
the Venetians loft their whole Army; in the Battle of Ma- 
zignen, the trench loft about 5 or 6000 of their beft —_—

INCE mention has been feveral times made of the Foreign 

Miffionaries againft the Jefuits; ’cis fit alfo to mention the 
Anfwers of thefe Fathers ; two of which were publifhed at the

adreffé a Monfeigreur  Evegue de in 12°. p, 308, And 
the other, Lettre 2 Meff. de feminaire des Miffions Etrangeres, 
fur ce qwils accufent les Fefuites de ne S etre pas foumis fincere- 
ment au nouveau decret touchant les Affuirs de La Chine, in 12. 
p. 156. i.e. The prefent State of the Caurch of China, direfted 
t)» my Lord the Bifhop of ——,and a Letter to the Gentlemen 
of the Seminary of foreign Miflions, who accufe the Jefuits as 
not having fubmitted fincely to the Decree concerning the Affaiss 
of Chin” 

The firft of thefe isa Hiftory, written by a Father of the So- 
ciety to a Preiate, of what pafled in Chizz, concerning the Man- 
date of M. de Tournon. The defign of the Hiftorian is to prove 
1. That there is no Idolatry in the Chizefe Ceremonies. 2. That 
the Explication given of it by the Gentlemen of the Foreign Mif- 
fions, is falfe. 3. That Clement the 11th, who made his Decree 
upon this falfe Explication, may revoke it, and that fuch a Ke- 
vocation is abfolutely neceffary for the prefervation of the Chri- 
ftian Religion in China. 4, That all the new Accufations of the 
Gentlemen of the Miflions againft the Jefuits, are meer Calum- 
nies. Our Author proves all thefe Things by an Hiftorical Ac 
count of Matters of Ea€t, which compote his Hiftory- 

He proves the firft by the famous Edi€&t, which the Emperor fia 
China made in 1700, concerning the Chinefe Ceremonies, by 
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Which-he declares them to be purely Civil and Politick, and:by 
the Audience that his Majefty give to Mr Migrot.the ad of Au-. - 
£#/t 1706. wherein he declared pofitively to that. Prelate, that. 
thefe words King tien, i. e. Worthip Heaven, fignify the fame. 
thing with King Tien Che, ie, Worfhip the Lord of Heaven... 
hat the Chinefe by honouring Confucius and their deceafed An-. 
Ceftors, have no other. defign but to teftify their graticude, for 
the Benefits they have received from them. That they ask no- 
thisg of them before their Pi€tures, and that the Ceremonies 
called Cy, performed at their Sepulchres, are only to remember 
the deceafed,, and to obey the Law‘*which requires marks. of 
Refpeé, and filial Obedience to them. After fuch a Declaration 
of the Emperor, who is the Head of the Religion and Do€trine 
of his Empire, and the Soveraign Interpreter of the Laws and 
Cuftoms of his Dominions; can there remain the lea{t -doubt 
concerning the purityof the Chinefe Ceremonies, and muftit not 
be owned thar they are abfolutely. free from..all SuperBition and’ . 
Idolatry, fay the Jefuits. 

It follows in the fecond place, that the:explication .given by 
the Gentlemen of the foreign. Miflions; which is that of Mr 
Maigrot,_is quite contrary to that of the Emperor, fo that if the. 
latter be true, the firlt muft neceffarily be falfe. Now who will 
believe, fay they, that Mr Mazgrot, who knew nox the Chinefe 
Letters, and could only read half of an Infcription of 4 words, 
explains better -the;fenfe of the Chinefe Ceremonies, than the. 
Emperor himfelf, the oft dearned Chrnefe, and moft of the Bi- . 
fhops and Miffionaries, who have been in Chiaa above 20 years ? 
One. might as faon believe that a Bonze or Chinefe Prieft who has 
only a {mattering-of the Romifh Religion, fhould betrer under. | 
{tand the fenfe of the popifh Ceremonies, than the Pope himfelf 
and his D-vines. 


Thirdly, the proof that-Clement XI. may and ought to revoke. _ 


his Decree, is founded. 1. upon this, that the Sacred Congregation 
pave their anfwers only according to the Reprefentation of Mr. . 
Maigrot, and would not pronounce any thing as to the.truth or. 

falfhood of that Reprefentation on purpofeé to leave Raomto the. 
Pope forrevoking his Decree, affoon as he fhould perceive that... 
‘twas made upon a falfe Reprefentation. 2. The neceffity of this .

Our Author refutes the new Accufations of the Foreign Mifli 
onaries againft-the Jefuirs;- who accufe thofe Fathers, 1. of Ufury, 
2.of Traffick, 3. of Svaperftition.

By this Fares it appears that 
Father Grimalat had no knowtedge of the. ufurious Claufes of 
the Contra&t, that Mr Kuo infexed them of his own accord and 
without his knowledge. Thar he never defign’d to make of of 
them, and tho,he would, he could not, according to the Laws of 
China... Who does not fee, fay the Jefuits, that Father Grimaldi 
was innocently deceived to his own Advantage,.and that his-fim- 
plicity could be no Crime?

This Superftition confilts in daubing: their 
Foreheads with Cows dung powdered very {mall and tempered, 
like the Idolatrous Indians, who ufe it out of a refpe&t for cows, 
which they look upon as a fort of Deities; yet with this diffe 
rence, however, that thofe Fathers have catholicia’d this Supér- 
ftition, by confecrating the Afhes of the Dung, as they do the 
Athes which they confecrate the frit day of Lent, Our Author 
in-anfwer tothis accufation, produces a Letter by the Reverend 
Father Bouchet, from Bourdeaux, the z2oth of Alay 1709, by which 
we fee that-the Indiazs do not look upon a.Corw as a ‘ert of Det», 
That they paintnot.theiz Foreheadsin honovr of them, have ne 
other defign in it but to adorn that part of the Body whitch they 
look.upon as the Seat of the Beauty, and Mazity of Man, anc 
whieh cannot be negle€ted, according tothem, without indecency 
That. for this end they ufe indifterenrly, fometimes Water ere? 
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with Sandal, fometimes a kind of white Chalk, at other times 
with the afhes of Wood, and fometimes Cows dung, efpecially 
in places where there is no Wood. 

The Indians thing’ it as {trange in us to powder ous Hair as we 
do it in them to paint their Foreheads and thatthe one is as in. 
different as the other, and that tho’ fome Miffionaries confecra. 
ted the Afhes of Cows Dung, ’tis not to make the ufe of it law- 


ful, fince they always look’d upon it as indifferent; but only to 


inform their New Converts to make uié of it,fo as to put them in 
mind of Death, and the laft Judgment: And that (sregory XV. 
being confulted about this Cuftom, exprefly approved it by a 
Bull. So that the Jefuirs, who confecrate this Cows Dung, do 
it in Conformity to that Bull. 

In the fecond Part he propofes to fhew, I. That the Jefuits 
have no Intereft to oppofe the Execution of the Decree of C/e- 
ment XI. fince that Decree only condemnsthe Chinefe Ceremo- 
nies, as they are defcribed ia the Reprefentation that preceded it, 
and thatthe Jefuits condemn them in the fame Senfe. 2. That 
on the contrary, “tis theif Concern that it fhould continue, where- 
as the Miffionaries are very much concerned that it fhould not 
continue, and that for the following Reafons. I. That the 
Pope has determined nothing again{t the Reprefentation of the 
Yefuits, therefore they may always maintain it to be true, and 
reje&t the Charge of Idolatry, with which their Converts are up- 
braided, as Imaginary. II. That his Holinefs having given Power 
to his Legate and other Paftorsin Coina, to fufter thofe Ceremo- 
nies which they judge tobe purely Civil; this Authorized them 
to fuffer the Ceremonies mentioned in the Decree of Alexander 
VII. Ul. That Clement XI. forbid exprefly to accufe the Jefuirs 
of being favourers of Idolatry ; the Foreign Miffionaries cannot 
accufe them of that Crime, without a€ting contrary to the De- 
cree. IY. That if the Jefuits were condemned, the Miflionaries 
would loofe more by it than they, becaufe the Mflionaries ap- 
prove the little Ceremonies, by which they honour Confucius and 
the Dead , and that thefe lictle Ceremonies are as much condem- 
ned by the New Decree, as the Great Ones, fo that in this Matter 
they are equal to the Jefuits ; but the latter have the Advantage of 
them in this, that they have ever maintained that the Chine/e did 
not look upon Confucius or their Anceftors as Idols, to whom 
they payed a religious Worfhip; but only as an excellent 


y Matter and Benefattors, to whom they teftify their thankfulnefs 
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by Ceremonies, purely Civil and Politick. Whereas the Gennlé 
men of the Millions looking upcn Confucius as an Jdol, cannot 
permit the leaft Worfhip to his Honour without being Favourers 
_ of Idolatry, becaufe all Worfhip, tho’ never fo little, that has 

an Idol for its Obje&t, is exprefs Idolatry. I fhallonly mike th's 
Refle€tion fays the Author, that the Jefuits, after having fo much 
exclaimed again{t the Diftin&tion of Fa& and Right, are very 
happy in making ufe of it again{t the Miflionaries, who, if they 
= Fanefenifts, cannot {peak one Word again{t them for doing 
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Entretiens fur la Religion. 3. €. Differtations on Religion. At 
Rotterdam, 1709. in 12°. p. §74 


HE Author of this Work not having nam’d himfelf, I d® 
not think ’tis fit for me to name him, tho’ they who hav 
read his other Books, which are many, will eafily know him. 
Neceflity forced him to write thefe Diflertations. We have feen 
lately agreat number ef Believers revive again, who were 
thought to be dead and buried. They were not any more reckon‘d 
of the Number of the Reformed, becaufe ’twas thouzht their 
Sufferings, that have lafted above an Age, fhould: have extinguith- 
ed the Knowledge of the Reformed Religion among ’em. ‘Twas 
impoflible for Fathers to propigate Religion to tueir Children 
from Generation to Generation without Aifzmblies, Sacraments, 
Paftors, and other helpsthan that of the N:w Teftament and o- 
ther Books, wnich, with much difficulity, efciped the Vigtlancy 
ef the Parifh Priefts, and were fecretly given from haad to hand. 
France having pufhed her Conquefts fo far, gave no Liberty of 
Confcience, but laboured with all their Forces to abolifh it thro’ 
the whole Kingdom. Their Yoke as to Religion, became he2 
vier than under their Old Mafters; and if they were not expos i. 
ta the la{t Perfecutions, which overwhelm’d the other Reform. 
ed of France, *twas becaufe they th ughr them overwhelov’d 
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already by along Perfecution. Yet thispart of the Church, whit, 
they thought was extinguifhed, appeared again, and thefe Be. 
lievers made themfelves knowr, when- Providence opened them 
an unexpected and unlooked for Way. , 
Tis in favour of thefe Believers, that our Author wrote thefe 


. Difcourfes. Hethaught, with reafon, that thefe Chriftrians had 
“meed of being better inftru€ted than they are, and to be confirmed 
jn the Truth by fure.and evident Reafons. He brings in a Papift 


and a Proteftant,difputing civilly and without paffion. He be- 


_gins with the danger of Diflimulation, becaufe that’s frequently 


‘the weak fide of*thofi: who are perfecuted, and he combats it 
with all hismight. There are two fortscf Diffimulation,fays M. 
Bernard, one negative, and the other pofitive. The former is, 


‘when one doesnot tell what his Religion is, but. does nothing 


~ contrary to it; and-partakes with no Worfhip that it condemns. 


Thelatter is, when one obferves all the outward Acts of a Reli- 


. gion oppofite to his (wn, and would make others believe, that 


teis of that-Religiom, tho’ he is not foin Keality. There are, 
fome Occafions; ‘whe rein the fist’ Diffimulation is not Crimina}, 
as when one is far ffm the external Communion of thofe he be- 
lieves to be true, br’: the fecond can never be excufed; all the 


. dangerous Confégwences of it are'fhewed by our Author, which 
- makesthe Subject of the firft Difcourfe, 


Since the Papifts always upbraid the Proteftants with their Se- 
paration, efpecialiy becaufe they believe it to be their Common 
Opinion that one may be faved in the Church of Rome. Our 
Author undertakes to juftify in the two following Differtations, 
the Condn& of the Proteftants, and to fhew, that ’tis impofhible 


to be faved inthe Church of Rome, The Papifts commonly 4l- 
_ ledge the Infuance of Henry IV. King of France, who imbraced 


the Popifh Religion, after three of the Reformed Minifters had 
affured him he might be faved in it. Our Author Anfwers, that 
-it was no-wonder to find three Perfons who might have a Con- 
- fcience large enough to flatter the Inclinations of a Prince, that 
was refolved not to loofé his Crown for the fake of his Salvati- 
cn: Befides, he obferves on this Occafion, that Henry IV. was 
deteived, that after the Papifts had pnt him in fear he deceived 
himfelf ; that they deceived the Pope, and would have deceived 
the Calvinifis Y a deceitful Abjuration ; they deceived the King, 
for having rejefted. a Confeffion of Faith, which contained the 
Abjuration of all the Truths that he had till then belicved, and 
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Rill held : They prefented him one of 6 Lines, and made him be- 
lieve that he fhould always have the Liberty to keep his own 
Private Opinions, and that “twas enough if he Embrac’d the 
Popifh Religion in fhew.. He deceived himfelf, by thinking to 
be {till a Ca/vimi/t in his Heart,and that he fhould never allow ’em 
to be Opprefs’d, but he did neither the one nor the other. 

They deceived the Pope, by fending him a long Profeffion of 
Faith, which the King refus’d, and conceal’d that which he had 
Sign’d. In fhort, they would have deceiv’d the Calvinifts, by 
the Declaration of 3 Minifters, who, to pleafe the King, accom- 
modated themfelves to the Times, and Sacrificed all to theig 
own private Fortune. 

Our Author fpeaks alfo in this Difcourfe, of the Princefs of 
Wolfembutte/, who turn’d Papift, and Married Charles III. King 
of Spam: It made a great Noife, That the Proteftant Divines 
of Germany, advifed her to change her Religion. But our Au- 
thor unravels all this Hiftory. ‘Ihey Seduced the Princefs firft, 
fays he, with rhe hopes of a Dignity, which would not occafion ber 
to change ber Religion, and afterwards they weakned ber Faith by 
degrees, by Elattery and Sophifms. And, in fhort, when fhe was 
delivered over to her Exemies, they made ber make Shipwrack of 
her Faith. 7 

He explains all that concerns the pretended Confultation, 
which is afcrib’d to the Divines of He/mu/tad:, he affirms it to be 
a Counterfeit, fince thofe Divines protefted againft it, and lays 
openall the Ridiculoufnefs and Cheat of ic. 7 

In the following Difcourfes, he confiders the Principal Motives 
which oblig’d our Reformers to feparate from the Church of 
Rome. He begins with the Difputes concerning the Eucharift, 
which make the Subjeé& of 4 Difcourfes, viz. of the 4th and 
3 following, wherein he Combats the real Prefence of our Sa- 
viours Body in the Sacrament, and the Doétrine of Tranfubftan- 
tiation, the taking away of the Cup from the People, the Sacra- 
fice of the Mafs, the Adoration of the Sacrament, and the Procefli- 


ons of the Hoft. 
Our Author combats efpecially, the real Prefence and Tranfub- 


ftantiation, from 5 or 6 pafliges of the Fathers, that Livd ia 
Africae 5 or 600 Yetrs, who taught 1. That the Bread is to be 
Eaten, and the Wine Drunk in the Eucharift. 2. That the 
Bread is the Sign and Figure of our Saviours Body. 3. That 


when our Saviour faid, Tis is ay Body, he meant she Figure of 
| ee ‘a 





























442 Whe Mohs of the Luanne, 
bis Body, 4. That his Body is eaten Spiritually, when once We 
are united to him, and become one of his Members, believe and 
you have eaten tt: | 

Thofe African Fathets ‘were never accounted Hereticks for 
their Doétrine of the Eucharift. . Fheir Expreflions intirely de- 
{troy the Real Prefence and Tranfubftantiation ; therefore thofé 
Do€trines were not the Do&trines of the Church, in the Times 
when thofe Fathers Lived. 

Speaking of the’ Proceflions wherein the Hoft is carried about, 
Our Author to fhew the Foppéty “and Profanenef§ cf: fome of 
thofe Proceflions, gives an account of that at Av in Provence, as 
tis in the Fournal des Scavans, of 1708. without adding any Re- 

e€tion upon it; fince the Judicious Authors of that Journal, 
fhew plainly, that they are fenfible of all the Impertinency and 
Folly of thar Entertainment, Fie, 

Fhe 8th Difcourfe is on the Invocation of Saints. The Pro: 
teftant undertakes to fhew the Papift, 1. That in the Romifh 
Church, they call upon imaginary Saints. 2. That fome Saints 
ae uncertain and doubtful. 3. That there’s a third Order of 
uflefs Saints. 4. That thofe who have a hizher Degree of Blef- 
f2inefs in Heaven, ought not to be the Obje€t of our Prayers and 
Worfhip. There are fome Curious things in this Difcourfe, ef. 
pecially concerning imaginary, uncertair, aud doubtful Saints. 

- The th Difcourfe treats of the Veneration of Relicks. Itmay 
be faid of thisas of the foregoing, Fhat there are a great many 
Curious things in it, of which the following is one. oy 

Our Author relates, in order to fhew the great Abufe of Re- 
licks, what Mr. Sobers a Stanch Papift faid in his. Differtation 
fur les Larmes. pag. 159. which is as follows. Frier Ojenon 
being gone to Ferifalem, faw by means of the Patriarch; @ /itrle 
of the Holy Ghofts Finger, as Sound and intire as ever it was, 
the Mouth of the Seraphim; who appear’d to St.Francis, one of the 
Nai!s of aCherubim, one of the Ribs of Verbum Caro, the Apparel 
of the Holy Catholick Faith, fome Beams of the Star, that appeared 
totbe Ubree Kings in the Eaft , and a Bottle cf the Sweat of 
St. Michel, when be Fought with the Devil. The fame Frier 
Oignon relates afterwards, That the Patriarch gave him thefe. 
other Kelicks, vig. One of the Teeth of the Holy Crofs ; a little 
of the Sound of the Bells of Solomons Temple, a Feather of the 
Angel Gabtiek, one of the Gallofhes of St. Gerard and Granville 5 
and the Coals on which ibe Bleed Martyr St. Lawrence was 
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Rosfted: Which things fays be, I brought bither Devoutly with 
me, | 

Some pages after this, he relates the prudence of a Prior of 
Grammont, who found that his Patron St. Stephen wrought too 
many Miracles at hisSepulchre. Headdrefs'd him with a Repre- 
{entation of Grievances and {trong Remonftrances, before he. came 
to Extremity. We have not the Curjofityto fee your Miracles, 
fays he; we are enough perfwaded of your Holine{s. Take Care 
therefore, toWork nomore Miracles for the future, left by fhews 
ing your Holinefs, you lofe your Humility. Take not fo mach 
Care of your own Glory, as to negledt our Salvation. \f you do 
Otherwife, we declare unto you boldly, by Vertue of the Obedience 
we have promifed te you, That we will take your Bones out of the 
Grave, and throw them into the River. After which, St. Stephen 
wrought no more Miracles. 

The roth Difcourfe is upon the Worfhipping of Images. The 
two following treat of the neceflity of Pennance, Auricular Con- 
feffion, Satistactions, Indulgences, and Purgatory. Our Author 
obferves Judicioufly onthe laft Article, that if People hada ftrong 
Belief of it, the Children that Succeeded their Parents, would 
‘not have one penny #teft them; for there’s not a Man, were he 
as Rich as Crefus, but would give all he has to have Mafles faid 
over him, that he may be delivered as foon as poflib!e, from the 
Terrible Flames of Purgatory. A Man that thould a& thus, 
would aét very prudently fays M. Bernard, his Famiiy could not 
find Fault with it; What Dutiful Son would not give all that he 
paffeffes, to deliver his Father out of the Flames? Why fhould he 
take it ill, That his Father gave all he had to be Redeemed from 
fuchFlames. | | 

The 13th Differtation is upon Juftification, the Neceflity and 
Merit of Good Works. 

In the 14th, our Author leaves the Controverted points, to exe 
plain the principal Truths of Religion. He lays it downfora 
principle, that. thofe Truths’ muft be taken from Revel.tion , 
the Divinity of which, we muft be fully affured of, and this he 
principally labours toEftablifh. And becaufe the Proteftaris..1© 
accnfed of Banifhing abfolutely all ufe of Reafon in Religion. »< 
afcribes 4 principal ufes toit. 1. There are fome Truths whic’ 
are the Foundation of Religion, as the Exiftence of God, and tue 
Neceflity of Serving him, which Reafon di€tates, and provesm. ** 
. certainly. 2. This fame Reafon ferves to examine the Diviniry 
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of the Scriptures, and to aflure us of the Infpiration of the Sa? 
cred Writers, which our Author calls, with feveral other Divines: 
the Evidence of Teftimony. 3, When Reafon finds Myfteries in 
the Scriptures, it examines the Words of the Sacred Author, his 
Intention and: Defign, and the:-Senfe of the Expreffions, that we. 
may the better penetrate into the Nature of the Myftery. The. 
Confideration is very large ; for Reafon judges of-the true Senfe 
of the Scriptures, and confiders whether we be not impos’d upon 
to believe thofe Myfteries, which are not contained in Revelati- 
on. 4. Reafon compares different paffages to draw new Light 
fromthem. It hears what. Hereticks fay, and weighs the Ob- 
jeftions. made by it felfi . But when it knows that’tis the intenti- 
on of ‘the: Sacred: Writer, to teach fome Myftery, and that ’tis 
clearly Revealed, then it muft yield to Faith. When God fpeaks, 
Man is oblig’d to believe ; we muft not then hear the Difficui: 
ties of Reafon, becaufe.it knows. not what an. Infinite God 
can. do. 3 | 
- In the 15th.Diflertation, He gives us a General ‘Idéa of the 
ways how Truth is. preferved, and fhews the Neceflity of it. He. 
has plac’d: at the end, the Letter of M. de Noailles, Bifhop of 
Chalons, to the Procurator General of the: Parliament of Paris, 
wherein he fheves how he difcovered the Falfhood of the Relick’ 
of: the Holy Navel of our Saviour, which was Worfhipped. with 


much Devotion in. the Parochial. Church: of Notre Dame in 


Vaux. 

Tho’ this. Prelate proceeded with great precaution and Judg- 
ment, and tho” nothing was more plain than the Falfhood of the 
pretended Relick, he was oblig’d: to undergo a heavy Trial with 
part of his Clergy, and fome of his Parifhoners, who would not 
fuffer their Idol to be taken away from them.. 

Mz. de Noailles fays-in his Letter, That he knew that M1. ae 
Barillon, Bithopof Lucon, and M, Lava/, Bifhop of S: Pau! de 
Leon, and fince of Roabe/, were oblig’d by Night to: take from 
under the Altarof one of their Parifh Churches, the: Figure of a 
Wolf,. and.to putin its ftead, that of S. Lupus, Arch-Bifhop of 
Sens, and.to. Ride. off afterwards in Poft, to efcape the Fury of 
the:People.. Thefe things deferve many Refle&tions, but I° fhall 
~e none, left I fhould. be. acgufed of partiality fays our 
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Godefr. Bidloo, Excitationum Anatomico Chirurgicarum Decades 
due. Lugduni Batevorum apud Fordanum Luchtmane, 1708. 
1. €. Fwo Decads of Differtations in Anatomy and Surgery, 
by Godfry Bidloo. Printed at Leyden. for Ffourdain Lucht- 
mans 170%. Vol. in 4t0. p. 216. | 


O UR Author has publifh’d thefe Differtations for the Be- 
nefit of young Phyficians and-Surgeons: They are Learned 
without favouring of Controverfy ; and if at any time he com- 
bats the Opinions of others, he does it with fo much Referve 
and. Modefty, as fhews, that he aims more at Inftruétion than 
Contradiétion. The Book is divided into two Decads: In the 
firft he treats of the. Nerves, the Hydatides, and Bhly&tena,. 
how to draw things out of Wounds; of Amulets or Talifmans, 
fwoln Veins, or gathering of Matter under the Horney Tunicle 
of the Eye, of an Exerefcence of Flefh that came all of a fud- 
den in the Groin of a Womans and of Warts. In the fecond, 
our Author treats of another Excrefcence that happened to the 
fame. Woman; of the Pasnus or Membranous Excreftence 
which extends to the outmoft Coat of the Eye, and fometimes 
to the Cornea, of the. Uxeuis and other-Excrefcences of the 
Eye; of a Breaft cut off; of Proptofis, or the falling down of 
the Eye; of a. Wound in the Os Cribrofum of the Nofe, and 
the Olfa€tory Nerves, the Exoftofis or Excrefcence of a Bone,. 
and.the Gutta Serena, or: dimnefs of Sight; We cannot infitt 
upon all thefe Differtations, and therefore {hall keep to the firft; 
which treats of the Nerves and Talifmans.. 

Qur Authors Defign in the firft. Diflertation, is, to fhew that 
the Animal Spirits, fo much talk’d of, have noreal Being. The 
Animal Spirits, as they. call it, isa fine and fubtle. Liquor form’d 
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in the Brain, and pafles into the Nerves, from whence “tis di- 
ftributed to all Parts of the Body, which makes them call it the 
Nervous Juice; now this Nervous Juice is a Chimera, accords 
ing to our Author: To prove which he relates feveral Experi- 
ments of Anatomy, the chief of which are as follows. 

The firft #xoeriment: If youtye hard the-Nerves of a Dogs 
Thigh, tnoie Nerves will not fwell neither above or below the 
Ligarure ; whereas the Arteries, with which the Membranes of the 
Nerves are {prinkled or mix’d, will be fwell’d above the Liga- 
ture. If two Hours after the Ligature be taken away, then the 
Nerves and Arteries will refume their Funétions as before : Bur 
if a Jutce which is carried to the Parts did run into the. Nerves, 
thofe Nerves could not be tied without fwelling fome where: 
And ’tis obfervable here, that thefe Nerves being cut, yield no 
Juice, tho’ they be fqueez’d ever fo much. If an Incifion be 
made, cither long or crofS ways, there will not-come-out {o much 
Juice as to wet the point of ‘the Lancet, or to ftain a litile piece 
of gray Paper; and if the Nerve be prick’d or pierc’d with a 
hot Needle, the Scab made in the Place by the burning falls off 
afterwards without leaving any mark of a running Sore. 

The fecond Experiment. If you tie the Nerve of any Dog in 
a Place where the Nerve does not*branch out, and make two 
Ligatures at fome d ftance from one another ; if you afterwards 
cut off the part that is tied, and put it into a Pneumatick En- 
gine after the Ait is pump’d out of it, it becomes neither longer 
nor bigger than it was; whereas the Membranes that cover 
them will appear to be‘extended in fome Places. | 

The third Experiment, Let one examine with a Microfcope 
what Nerves he pleafes, he will never difcover Pipes, Cavities, 
or Spaces in them, The Nerves, fay the Anatomifts, are com- 
pofed of feveral Fibres, which all proceed from the Glands of 
the Cortical Subftancé-of the Brain, and hinder part of the 
Head; and‘ being united together, make up the Marrow ftretch’d 
out at length in the Brain, and the Marrow of the Back Bone in 
the Vertebrx ‘or Chine Bones. To know perfeétly the Stru€ture 
of the Nerves, fay they, we muft confider two Things. 1. The 
Marrow or inward Subftance that extends it felf in form of 
Fibres from the Cortical Body, juft now mentioned, to the Ex- 
tremities of the Members: And inthe fecond Place, the Mem- 
branes which furround the {mall Fibres, and compofe the Pipes . 
in which thofe Fibres are inclofed, being Wrappers which are d’- 
ftinguifhabj 
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ftinguifhable, tho’ not without difficulty, in the great Strings 3, 
but we muft imagin it in the reft, which we can only divide into 
long Threads, without obferving a Subftance that is more fpungy 
within than towards the Surface. This being fuppofed, they 
fay that the Animal Spirits are carried by thofe Pipes tiom the 
hinder part of the Head and the Marrow of the Back Bone to 
the Mufcles; fo that the Fibres being ftretch’d by the continual 
Courfe of this Spiritous Liquid which fills the Pores, cannot be 
touched without conveying their Motion to this Part of the 
Brain, and the Marrow of the Back Bone, from whence the 
Nerves immediately proceed, and whofé feveral Motions make 
what we call Sentiment or Feeling. Thus they think thena{2!ves 
no more at a lofsto explain the Motion of the Mufcles by the 
Animal Spirits; and to render their Suppofition more probable, 
they make ufe of the following Comparifon: Our Eyes cannot 
— the Cavity in the Nerves as in the Arteries and Veins; 
ut as in the Trunk of a Tree we do not fee the Paffiges thro’ 
which the Sap is convey’d, yet they don’t ceafe to be there, juft 
fo it is in the Nerves, where tho’ we cannot perceive the Pipes. 
thro’ which the Animal Spirits are conveyed, yet we muft not 
deny that there is fuch a thing. 

They add to this Argument, Experience, and. fay, that when 
a Nerve is fqueez’d or cut, the part to which it diftributed irfelf 
immediately ceafes to a&ts; which would not happen, fay they,. 
if by fqueezing or cutting this Nerve the Courfe of fome Matter 
that was carried to the Part were not interrupted. | 

M. Bidloo alledges, that thefe {mall Fibres, and the Mem- 
branes which cover them, leave no Vacuum, but that all the 
Parts which compofe the Nerve are fo contiguous, that there is 
no {pace between them thro’ which thofe pretended Animal Spi- 
rits cou'd pafs. Sut wiencecomes it then that the Part to whick 
the Nerve is joir’d ceafes to a&t when the Nerve is cut? He an- 
fwers, thac sheic « no need of any Nervous Juice for the motion 
of the Parts, and <a the Blocd alone fuffices for that. 

Befide;. if the Nerves be not hollow, the motion of the Parts 
muft b: mide -vithout the help of this Nervous Juice, common- 
ly call’d the Animal Spirits, Fhat which gave occafion to the 
Sy{tem of Animal Spirits for the motion of the Parts, is the re- 
jation that on feveral Occafions this Motion feems to have with 
the Brain ; for if our Will has determined for Inftance to move 
either the Arm, Head, or Foot, €c. at the fame tine the Muf- 
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cles obey, which cannot be underftood; fay they. if we don: 
fuppofe that the Animal Spirits go from the Beats to ee 
and are diftributed this way according as Neceffity requires, 
The Nerves, fay they, are fo many Canals full of Animal Juice 
and always ready to empty it by their Extremities into the Muf 
cles, where they terminate: So that when the Will is determi: 
ned about the motion of any Part, there’s made a {mall Com. 
pre flion of the Fibres of the Brain on the extremity of the Nerve, 
which pufhes the Animal Juice, and obliges it to go eut by the 
other extremity, which ends at the Mufcle. Qur Author alto- 
gether rejetts this Syftem, and alledges that the Animal Spirits 
are no more to be received by a good Natural Philofopher than 
the occult Qualities of the Anclents, or their Atoms: But 
fince his Opinion is contrary to to the common Opinion of learn- 
ed Men, he fays he expe&ts their Judgment upon it, to know 
whether he be in an Error or not. : ' 

As to the Treatife of Ta/i/mans, he begins fir with a general 
Idea of a Talifman, then he fhews that thefe pretended Medi- 
cines have no Power, and that good Senfe is enough to make us 
reje&t them. | : . 

The Pagans matk’d on pieces of Metal, Stones, Wood, and 
other fort of Matter, certain Figures, to which they afcrib’d the 


virtue of curing feveral Difeafes, of preferving People from fe- 
veral Misfortunes, and of making them fortunate, &c. They 


carried thofe Figures -hung about their Necks, or fowed in their 


Clothes; put them_on the Walls of their Houfes, and fixed them 
to Trees, -or in the Ground, according to the Ends they propofed. 


Thefe Figures, fayshe, were called Talifmans ; but fince he fays 


nothing of the Original of the Name, it may be proper to obferve 
here, thar the Cha/deans, Egyptians, and Perfians, call’d them 


T/ilmenaya, from the Hebrew Word Tfelem, which fignifies an 
Image; and the Argbians tranfporting the fecond Letter of the 
Word Tfelem, have made the Word Ta/i/man, inftead of T/ak- 


man, Thefe Figures, as our Author obferves, were called by the 


Grecks Periapta, becaufe they carried them commonly about 
their Necks or Arms; and by the Romans Amuleta, Our Author 
fays nothing of the Origin of this Word, which might come 
from the Word Asxz/a, that fignifies a little Veffel wherein the 
Romans put Holy Water, which ferv’d for Purifications and Ex- 
piations. Thisfeems fo much the more probable, becau’e fome 


Amulets were made like little Vefels, as Pliny thews us, no 
_ fays 
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fays, that for an Amulet they hung about the Necks of Children 
a piece of Amber in form of a little Veffel. Infantibus alliga- 
tur fuccinum eAmuleti ratione, formam vafeuls, 

Our Author fays he will not trouble himf€lf to_enquire a- 
mong what People the Talifmans fir began to be in ule, ’tis 
fufficient that this Invention was the fruit of Ezror and Falfhood, 
that *tis odious to God, and onght to be fo to all Men. He 
{hews that there are furpriting Cures which have been perform’d by 
Holy Men, and by God himfelf'; but to afcribe them to Tas 
lifmans or other fuch Means, is fuperftitious, facrilegious, and 
ridiculous. He gives. us the Figures of féveral forts of Ta- 
lifmans, which he faw in the Clofets of 44-4. Smetiws, and 


M, F. de Wilde, two Learned ‘Anquaries: ‘One‘of which -re- 
prefents: Hercules {trangling a Lion. This'Talifman paffzd for 
being good againft the Cholick, and Alexander de Trae an emi- 
nent Phyfician, who lived in the time of the Emperors r- 
cadins and Howorius, made the following Prefcription againft 
that Diftemper, cut Cn aStone the Figure of Hercules ftanding 
and fttangling asa Lion, fetthe Scone in a Gold Ring, and car.

We have here fome other Talifmans, fome of which are in 


Figures, others in Chara€ters, and fome in both. One of them 
has thefé Words, Uriel, Suriel, Gabriel, Michael, with the S:ars, 
and feveral Figures of Animals, but he does not fay what 
ufe they ate for. He relates on this occafion feveral fuper- 
ftitious Cuftoms, after which he tells us,that he does notcon- 
demn thofe who carry about them certain things that may

the Church and State during the lait Century, beginning from 
the Year 1600, tho’ it be the laft Year of the 16th Century, 
and not the firft of the 17th, as: our Author knows and ob-- 
ferves very well. He neither conceais his Religion nor Senti- 
ments, but declares openly for Lutheranifm, and frequently 
when he relates the Opinions thar combat it, or which he does. 
notzpprove, he cefutes.chem as wellashe can. Therefore = 
€. 
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he fpeaks of Arminianifm, which began in the 17th Century, 
he undertakes its Defenfe, becaufe, as ‘tis well known, the Lx- 
therans agree with jhe Arminians, at leaft, as to vniverfal Re- 
demption. . : ° 
Hedivides his Work into astmany Books as there are Years 
within the compafs of his Efiftory, and of each ten Years he 
compofes a Decad, fo that this Volume, which contains the Gity 
fitft Years of the laft Century, has five Deczds. Each Book is di- 
vided: into Chapters according to the feveral Countrics of which 
he {peaks, or the different Matters of which he treats. For 
Inftance, The firft Book contains twelve Chapters, of which 
I fhail here give the Contents, the better to underftand our 
Authors Method. Chapter 1. contains whar patted at Rome.

When in the Year he treats of, any Perfon of Note happens 
todie, he makes. particular Chapter upon that Subje&t, which 
is alwas_ the laft. of the Year. He commonly quotes his Authors. 
Asto the Style, tis not Céceronian. He applies himfelf io things, 
without examining nicely the Words he makes ufe of, defiring 
tather to be intelligible, than obfcure by writing more pure La- 
tin, Befides he relates many things which would have been hard 
to explain in good Latin, efpecially concerning Theological Di- 
{putes.. Heinferts frequently Letters, Memoirs, Treaties of 
Peace, andother fuch Vouchers at large; fo that this Work 
may pafs for a very good and ufeful Colle&ion of the mott 
. confiderable Events of the 17th Century, efpecially with relu- 
tion to Ecclefiaftical Affairs, the Difputesthat happened among 
Divines, and the various Se€&ts that appear’d in that Ceatury. 
Perhaps fome angry Reader will blame him for too much imita-

nels. Our Author quotes on.this occafion the 133d Book of the:

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Hiftory of M. de Thou, the 25th of the Hiftory of Meteren,and 
the Publick Acts. He relates alfo at large, the Hiftory- of the 
Quarrels of the Venetians with Pope Pax/ V. and the Interdiét 
again{ft that Republick. Thefe Diiputes began in 1606. We 
have here the Bu!l of Excommunication at large, and fome other 
confiderable Pieces. Mr. ¥e¢ger doss Juftice to Merit on occafion, 
tho’ the Perfons of wham he fpeaks, be not of his Party. For 
Inftance, in the fecond Chapter of. the 11th Book he gives a ve-> 
ry. advantageous Charafter of Henry IV. of France, tho’ he does 
not conceal his Faults ; and beciufe he could not but mention his 
change of Religion, he {peaks of it with much Wifdom. As to 
his Faith towards God, he fays Authors don’c agree about it. » Tis 
well known he lett the Proteftants, but by what Motives we fhal 
not judge.

The fecond Decade, containing the Hiftory from 1611 to #620. 
is filled with important Matters. Asto the Netherlands, we 
havethe Rife-and Confequences of the Difputes betwixt the Re- 
monftrants, and Anti Remonftrants, the Hiltory of the famous. 
Conferense. at .the Hague in°1611. In France, we have the 
Condemnation of certain Propofitions at the Sorbonne, tending 
toaugment the Authority of the Pope; viz That the Pope can- 
no err in ottrine or Manners ; that it belongs to bim to judge’ 
Controverfies about Religion, to call Councils, to prefide over thea,» 
and to confirm ibem ; and that in nore{pedt, the Council is above 
ihe Pope. 

. Twas alfo about this time, that Va/e2tia Wergelius,.a Paftor in. 
Mifnia appear'd, he wasa Vifionary like the Shooemaker above: 
mentioned, but not foignorant, or fo great a Blafpnemer; Yer 
very proud and felf conceited, as thofe fore of Mencommonly - 
are, and pronmifed a perfcét Encych -pedcia to thofe who thould 
read ais Books. He revil’d all the refit of fMunkind from the bigt 
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In the fecond Decade, we have the Reafons.of the perfecution 
taifed in Fepan againlt the Chriftians, for moft part, as they re- 
lated by Cornelins Hazert, a Jefuit,.the chief of which are as 
fullow, I. The Fapencrs were afraid of the too great Power cf 
the Spuntards,who having already feized moft of America, night 
dethe fame by Fepan. 2. A certain Spani/h Mariner fhewed a 
Mapp of the World to a-noted Perfon of Fapan; and in order 
to extoll the Power of his Mafter, he fhewed him the vaft ex- 
tent of the Countries which the King ef Spaia and Portugal pof- 
f2{Sd in alk parts of the World. The ‘faponois, who wanted 
-norSenfe, asked him, if when the Sparsards defgned to invade 
a Country, they ufed before hand to fend Monks to convert the 
peopleof that Country to Chriltianity, and -if they did not after- 
wards make ufe of thofe New Converts to railé Seditions in the 
Covntry. The Mariner, who had not fo much Senfe as he, fay’d 
*cwas truc.and the Jupanois {pread itthrough all the Kingdom. 3. 
‘He fays that the Emg/y) and Destch publifned every where, that 
the Spaniards attempted to make-themfelves Mafters, of ail the 
World , and that for this end, they fhed fo much Blood in the 
Netherlands, Perow and Mexico: That doubrlefS, they would 
one day do the fame at Fapaaz: That the Jefuits were a grear 
help to them in executing thofe ‘defigns ; and therefore, were ba- 
nifhed from feveral Provinces of Earope. 4. That acertain lit- 
tle King of Fapamhad embraced :the popifh Religion, and intro- 
duced it into his own Dominions, which very much proveked - 
the Emperor of Fapan. 5, That the Datch Ambaffidors wrote 
that the Papifts had the free exercife of their Religion in Fepan, 
that they had Churches, Monafteries and Schools there, that 
their Strength being augmented, and the number of their follow- 
ers encreafed, they had concluded to dethrone the Idolatrous King 
of Fapen. and for thisend they had ask’d advice and orders from 
the King of Portugal, Thefe are the Reafons which raifed the 
perfécution againft the Chriftians of that great Empire. 

In this Decade, we have alto the Difputes about the .Immacu- 
late Conception of thé Virgin, between the Fran:ifcans, Domini, 
cans, and ‘fefu:ts, as to which the Pope would not pronounce 
any decifive Sentence, no more than upon the Difputes de Auxtlijs 
carefully managing by this means, the feveral Religious Orders, 
becaufe they are his Right Arm, and- ready to pronounce his 
Anathema’s azainit fuch Chriftians, agsdo do not own his Autho- 
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Mr. Sager gives us at large, the Hiftory of the Famous Authony 
de Dominis, Arch-Bdhop of Spalato, who occafioned fo much 
Trouble and Vexation tothe bos ‘and his Court, by the change 
of his Religion, and his abode in Exgland. He giveseus a lame 
Letter of Trajan Boccalin, onthat Event, and atrerwards fhews 
‘us the Opinion of Judicions Perfons,’on the 2 Hiftories of the 
Council of Trent, ihe one by Fra. Paolo, and the other by the 
Cardinal Pa’aviciai, but preferves the former. 

He mentions dathony de Dominis’s Book, De Republica Ecc’cft- 
aftica, and relates the jubftance of it as *cwas Publiih’d by the 
Author himfelf, to thew us how the. fame Hiftory may be repre- 
fented feveral wavs by Hiftorians, according to the different Par- 
ties they are engap’d in, or according as they themfelves are Af- 
fetted. He gives us alfo the Hiltory of the Life of suthony de 
Dominis,and the way of his leaving Jtaly,as ’rwas related by Béjjes 
iva, the Jefuit, thatthe Reader may compare it with what Boe- 
calin has faid on that Subject. 

In 1616. Chriftopber Cotteras,a Skinner of Strottemin Silefia, 
made a Noife with his Angelical Vifions and Revelations. Our 
Author has taken a great part of thefz Revelations, and an 
Abridgment of the Lite of this New Prophet, from the Famous 
Comenius. The Predi&tions ef Cottervs had almoft coft him his 
Life ; for as they favour’d the Ele&tor PuZziine, who was chofen 
King of Bobemi2, the Emperor caus’d him to be taken and putin 
Prifon,. where he fuffer'd much. At lafthe was putin the Pillo. 
ry, with this Infcription, This zs the iulfe Prophet, who foretold 
Things that did net come to pafs. After which, he was Banifh’d 
from all the E:nperors Dominions, and forbid to return on pain of 
Death: He retir’d into Lufacia, which was then fubj:&t co the 
Elector of Saxo7y; fpent the reli of his Days there with his 
Friends, and Diced in 1647. : 

Our Authorip the fime Decade, gives us the Hiftory of the 
Synod of Dart. Tis cuough to {how us what Judgmenc weare 
to mike of Ais Account of if, to tranicribe the Argument of the: 
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Anonymous Author, who, fayshe, was prefent there, and differ’d 
from the Sentiments of the Deputies to that Synod. | 
_ The 3d Decade of this Hiltory begins with the famous difpute 
that rofe between the Divines of Tubingex and Giffen conceraing 
Chrif?s Humiliation, and the ufe of the Divine Properties, which 
Divines call Idiomes in this'State, We may here fee to what q_ 
length the Subiility of the Schools may be carried. . Our -Au- 
thor, that he might not, be accusd of Partiality, produces feveral 
SAAR Letters, which give an Account of that Theological 
ar. 
In the fame Decade we have a Letter of the Arminians to the 
famous Peter da Molin, in,which, at the fame time, they 


_ commend him for his Learning, and the good Service done to the 


Proteftant Religion by his Works, they complain bitterly of his 
had Treatment of them in his Amatomy of Arminiani{m, which 
they promifed, but with as much Moderation, as he {hew’d little 
in attacking them. . 
Our Author finifhes here the Hiftory of Marcus Antonius de Domi- 
mis, and of his Incon{tancy, that coft him fo dear; for which Bocca- 
lin ishis Authot. ’Tis well known, that this inconnftant Man being 
decciv’d by the fair Promifes of Pope Gregory XV. of Cardinal Ly- 


dovifio, his Nephew, and of the Spanifh Ambaflador at Lozdon, he 
refoly’d to turn again to the Church of Rome, and to that Cit

_ where he was oblig’d to fo fevere a Pennance, that his Condition 


is faid to have differ’d little from thet of Galley Slaves; but this 
was not all: For that Pope, who lov’d him, dying, he was im-

R. Haghes’s Preliminary Diflertations to this Famous 
Piece of St.Chry/i/tom are levell’d chiefly againft feve- 
ral Principles advanc’d in a late Book, Entituled, The Rights 
of the Chriftian Church, Oc. He takes Notice alfo, of what. Ar- 
guments have been advanc’d by others, in Favour of the Do- 
étrines of Eraftws in the Series of thefe Difcourfes; endeavour- 
ing all along to fet the Powers of the Church, as incorporated 
by a Divine Right intoa Society, in aclear Light ; and to 
confute what has been of late fo zealoufly contended for, that 
fhe isa mere Creature of the State, depending upon it, for all 
her moft purely Spiricual Privileges, as Ordination, Admini- 
{tration of the Word and Sacraments, Excommunication, 
Ce. 

And whereas he acknowledges, that feveral Pieces have of 
late been excellently well writ upon thefe Subje&s, as by Dr. 
Hickes, who has defended the Power of Excommunication in 
the Clergy with great Strength of Argument; by Dr. Potter, 
who has treated the whole Controverfie with great Learning 
and Judgment; and by Mr. Hoadly, in his excellent Defence of 
Epifcopal Ordination, who has anfwer’d the Arguments from 
Scripture, in Vindication of the Power of the Laity to ordain, 
€3¢, with great Judgment, Accuracy, and Perfpicuity : Yet 
he is of Opinion, that all thefe Performances do not fuper- 
fede his Offering fomething farther upon thefe Subjeéts in this 
Place ; fince Eraftianilm is {pread fo far and wide at prefent, 
that enough can never beeither preach’d or writ againft it: 
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And he looks upon it as proper in publifhing this Piece of St. 
Chryfoftom, to let the young Students in Divinity fee at one 
View, that all the Eeclefiaftical Powers, which the Church 
has contended for ever fince the Reformation againft the Here. 
ticks of all Kinds, were pretended to in the fame Extent by 
the Primitive and pureft-Church of Chrift. 

In thefe Preliminary Differtations, Mr. Hughes undertakes to 
prove the following Particulars: Viz. 


1. Firf, That the Church of Chrift is a true and proper, 
tho’ fpiritual, Society; diftin@ from all the Societies of this 
World ; to which all Men are oblig’d to joyn themfelves une 
der the greateft Peril and Hazard of their Souls, if they neg. 
lec it. 


2. Secondly, That the Government of this Society was com- 
mitted by the Apoftles to Bifhops, with a peculiar Power of 
ordaining Minifters for the Service of the Church of Chrift. 


3. Thirdly, That this Chriftian Society was never fince 
Conftantin’s Time incorporated with the Civil State, but al- 
ways remain’d intirely diftin& from it, as to all its purely 
Spiritual Powers and Privileges. 


4. Fourthly, That the Chriftian Church has a Divine Right 
to the Power of Excommunication. | 


5. Fifthbly, That the Power of confecrating the Eucharift 
belongs only to Priefts rightly ordain’d by Bifhops. 


6. And, Laftly, That the Chriftian Laity had never any pro- 
per Voices or Suffrages in the Eleétion of Ecclefiafticks, 


Under the fr /# Head, our Author, fir/f, confiders the feveral 
Names and Titles given to the Church of Chrift in the Holy 
Scriptures, as its being call’d Zhe Kingdom of Heaven, Mat. 20. 
7. The Kingdom of God, Acts 28. ult. The Kingdom of his Son, 
Coloff 1. 13. The Houfe of God, Heb. 3.6. The Temple of God, 
1 Cor. 3. 16. Tbe Common-wealth of Ifracl, Ephef. 2. 12. @e. 
From which and feveral other Paflages he argues, that Yefws 
Chrift feems to have conftituted a certain regular age 
whic 
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whichall are oblig’d to be Members, who would obtain Salva- 
tion through Chrift. : 

He argues, fecondly, for the Churches being a true, and pro- 
per Society from all thofe Places of Scripture, in which Schifm 
and Schifmaticks are condemn’d; as, Rom. 16. i8. Gal «. 
20 Aiks 20. 29. &c. From which he concludes, that all Schifm or 
unreafonable Separation from the Church is fuch a Sin, as ex- 
cludes from the Kingdom of Heaven ; and hence he infers 
that all Chriftians are under the higheft Obligations to main- 
tain Communion one with another, and that Yefus Chrift has 
actually inftituted a Society, to which all Men are oblie’d in 
Confcience to joyn themfelves. Upon this Occafion he is laree 
in the Explication of the true Nature of Schif; and from that 
fully explain’d, which I have not Room to enlarge upon in 


this Place, deduces the following Particulars. 


Firft, That the Chriftian Church is a true and proper So- 
ciety. Secondly, That all Chriftians are oblig’d to joyn them- 
felves to this Society. Thirdly, That inafmuch as we can no 
otherwife maintain Peace and Unity with the Univerfal Church 
of Chrift, than by being Members of fome particular Part of 
it, we are oblig’d to enter our felves Members of fome parti- 
cular Church. Foarthly, That all Separation from any parti- 
cular Church, which enjoyns no unlawful Terms of Commu- 
nion, is Schifmatical, and exclufive of the Separatifts from the 
Kingdom of Heaven. And, Laf/y, That private Chriftians 
have no Power of aflociating at Pleafure with any Seé& or 
Faction, as their Fancies fhall direé, but that they are oblig’d, 
under the Penalty of eternal Damnation, to keep in conftant 
Communion with that Part of the Catholick Church, of which 


they are Members. 


After this Mr. Hughes proceeds to confirm his firft Thefis by 
the concurrent Sentiments of the Primitive Fathers, as St. 
Clement, Ignatius, Irenaws, Cyprian; and from the Teftimonies 
of the laft of thefe Fathers, he deduces the three following 
Principles of the Cyprianic Age. Firff, That the African Bi- 
fhops look’d upon the Unity of the Church, as one of the prime 
Fundamentals of Chriftianity ; and that out of this One Ca- 
tholic Church, no Sacraments cou’d be duly adminifter’d, 
no Ordinations were valid, neither was there any Hope of attain- 
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ing Everlafting Salvation. secondly, That Schifin was fo hei- 
nous and dangerous a Crime, fo contrary to the genuine Spi- 
rit of Chriftianity, that it could never be too much ftigma- 
tiz’d, neither would Martyrdom it felf wafh out the Guilt of 
it. And, L2//y, That the Bifhop was the Foundation of the 
Church’s Unity, and that nothing could warrantably be done 
in the Church without his Authority. 

And what the Scriptures teach, and the firft Fathers con. 
firm, with Relation to the Church’s being a Society difting 
from, and independent on al] others whatfoever, feems to 
Mr. Hugées as clear a Truth as any upon the bare Principles of 
Reafon: For thofe Societies, which cannot only fubfift, but 
alfo increafe and flourifh without each others Affiftance or 
Countenance, muft neceflarily be diftin@ and independent ; 
but this was the Gondition of the Church fora long time, be- 
fore any Civil State in the World became Chriftian. And 
what Societies are founded upon different Principles, are of 
different intrinfic Natures, and aim at the attaining of di- 
ftin& Ends, muft be in themfelves different and diftin& ; but 
the Chriftian Church, and all Civil Societies, differ in all 
thefe Refpeéts ; whence it muft follow, that they are intirely 
and intrinfically different, cc. After this, Mr. Hughes adds 
fomething on the Unity of the Chriftian Spiritual Society ; 
and concludes his firf# general Head with thefe two Propofi- 
tions, Kirft, That the Chriftian Church is a true and proper 
Society, diftin&-trom all the Societies of this World. And, 
Secondly, That the Catholick Church, however difpers’d upon 
the Face of the Earth, is only one Society knitt together in the 
ftricteft poffible Bonds of Communion. Which two Particv- 
jars are what he has been hitherto labouring to. prove from 
Scripture, Reafon, and Antiquity. 

In order to prove, in the fecond Place, That Bifhops were 
appointed by the Apoftles, as ordinary Governours of the 
Chriftian Society or Church, our Aurhor premifes the follow- 
ing Particulars, as what he thinks give great Light, and 
contribute very much tothe Decifion of this Controveriie. 


Firft, 
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Fir St, that we and the Presbyterians,at leaft, are agreed that 
Jefus Chrift left a certain Form of Ecclefiaftical Government 
in his Church, from which it is unlawful for us to deviate. 
Sesondly, that there isa great Difference to be made betwixt . 
a Church to be founded, and one whofe Regimen is regularly 
and compleatly finifhd ; and that itis foolifh and abfurd to 
expect a particular Enumeration of ail Church-Offces in the 
Sacred Scriptures, when the Church was not yet come to its 
full Maturity. Tazdly, that confequently the Teitimonies ot 
the Second Century, when the Church-government was com- 
pleat, are the beit Judges inthisControverfy. Fourthly, from 
hence our Author inferrs, that the Separatifts are guilty of 
great trifling, whea they require our Church to fhew its three 
Orders in exprefs Terms in the Holy Scriptures ; inafmuch as 
it is fufficient for us to prove, that the Apoftles left the Care 
and Government of Cities converted to the Chriftian Faith to 
fingle Perfons, with a Power of Ordination, which they 
could not commit or communicate to inferior Orders. And, 
_Bifthy, he aflerts, that it is very manifeft from the New Tefta- 

ment, expounded according to the Cuftoms of the Temple 
or Synagogue, and the Sentiments and Prattice of the Primi- 
tive Church, that the Apoftles appointed Bifhops for the Go- 
vernment of the Catholick Church, invefted with a peculiar 
Power of Ordination. 


Sixthly, our Author obferves, that Jefus Chrift imitated the 
Fewifh Rites and Inftitutions, as is vifible in the Sacraments of 
Baptifm and the Lord’s Supper: Whence he looks upon it as 
probable, that he had the ‘few:(h Forin of Church-government 
before his Eyes, when he inftituted the chrifian: Which be- 
ing granted it follows, that that Form of Church- government 
in the Chriftian Church which comes neareft the Jewifh, is 
what was defignd by Jefus Chrift: And that all the Paflages 
of Scripture, which relate to Church-government, ought to 
be fo conftrued, as to be render’d as confiftent as poflible witit 
the ewifh Principles ; and not to be wrefted and perverted, 
fo as to favour now, and then unheard of Schemes of Church- 


Polity. 
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And whereas, in thefeventh and laft Place, every one knows 
that the Fewifh Scheme, as founded by God himfelf,. confifted 
of Levites, Priefts, andthe High- Priest our Author looks up- 
On it as very confonant to Reafon, that our Saviour Chrift 
fhould inftitute a Form of Government in his Church, not al- 
together unlike this: What inforces this the more with him 
is this, that almoft all the Fathers are of this mind ; and that 
St. ferom himfelf, the greateft ancient Champion for a Pari- 
ty of Power in Ecclefiaftical Officers earneftly contends for 
this, that the Deacons are the fame Officers in the Chriftian 
Church as were the Levites in the Fewifhb; the Priests as the 
Priefts ; and that our Bifhops anfwer to the Fewifh High-Priest 
Our Author obferves farther, that if we go from the Temple 
to the Synagogue, we fhall there find feveral Footfteeps of Im- 
parity in Officers ; inafmuch as there they had not only ordi- 
nary Minifters who labour’d in the Word, but alfo their 
"Apylauveyoy@-, or Ruler of the Synagogue. 

Thefe Particulars being premisd, Mr. Huges comes to prove 
his Points in Hand, both from Scripture and Antiquity, and to - 
anfwer what Objections have been hitherto made againft what 
he contends for ; but I cannot be large in what he offers upon 
this Occafion: I fhall only take Notice here, that whereas 
David Biondell is much the greateft Advocate that ever ap- 
peard for the validity of Presbyterian Ordinations, our Au- 
thor Colleéts the Subftance of what he offers under Five ge- 
neral Heads, and afterwards gives each of ’emadiftina and 
full Confideration. The Heads are as follow ; 


Firs#, that the Presbyters of the Church of Alexandria,from 
the time of A¢ark the Evangelist, to that of Heracleas, for 
203 Years, namd their own Bifhops, and that they elected, 
ordain’d and enthron’d them. Secondly, Mr. B'oxdell lays great 
‘Screfs upon the Bufinefs of the Chorepifcopi, or Bifhops Suffragans ; 
whom he looks upon as mere Presbyters, and yet invetted with 
a Power of Ordaining both Prieftsand Deacons. Thirdly, he 
aflerts that in the Gorbic Churches for almoft 70 Years (vz. 
from about the Year 260 to 327) the Preshyters had a Right 
to Ordain, and were Invefted with Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiction. 
Fourthly, his Fourth Argument he borrows trom Cafian, who 
tells us (Col. 4. ¢. 1.) that the Abbot Danicl was ordain’d a 
Presbyser by Paphnutins, who was himfelf no more than a Pres- 
byter. 
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byter. His Fifth, and Last, is taken froma famous Paflage in 
St. Leo, Ep.92. concerning the Ordinations of P/eudc- Epifcopi, 
whom Blondel miftakes for mere Presbyters. I can’t tranfcribe 
any thing hither of what Mr. Hugées offers at large in Confu- 
tation of thefe Pretenfions, and therein towards the farther 
Eftablifhment of his Second general Propofition, that the Go- 
vernment of the Chriftian Church was committed by the 
Apoftles to Bifhops, with a peculiar Power of ordaining Mi- 
nifters for the Service of the Church of Chrift. 


In the Third Place Mr. Hughes makes it his Bufinefs to prove, 
againft Mr. Selden and other Writers on his Side, that the 
Chriftian Church, as a Spiritual Society, was never fince Con- 
ftantine’s time Incorporated with the Civil State ; but that all 
thofe Powers which fe/as Chrift committed to the Gover- 
nors of his Church, are yet in the Hands of the Governors 
of the Chriftian Church; and that in fuch a manner, as no 
Temporal Laws or Ediéts can warrantably wreft them out of 
the Hands of the Priefthood. This Affertion Mr. Hughes en- 
deavours to prove, First, from the very Nature of the Chrifti- 
an Society. Secondly, from the Conceffions of the Emperors. 
And, Thirdly, from the many Contefts ’twixt the Emperors 
and Bifhops upon thefe Heads. Upon each of thefe Topics, 
Mr. Hughes is large, and feems to have a great deal of Reafon 
on his Side in moft that he Advances; though he muft be 
thought by feveral too large and general in his Conceffions to 
the Regale ; but of this every one that Reads him muft Judge 
for himfelf, 

I fhall ouly obferve here, that under the first of the three 
Mecify’d particular Topics, Mr. Hughes ‘gives us a large An- 
{wer to the formidable Argument againft Independent Church- 
power, taken from /mperiumin Imperio , and afterwards, when 
the Injunétions of the Civil and Spiritual Magiftrate come in 
Competition, lays down feveral Rules, by which Subjects 
cught to regulate their Actions in fuch difficult Emergen- 


cles, vz. 


First, If a Bifhopinvades the Rights of the Civil Magiftrate, 
there is no Obedience due to him, becaufe fecular Authority 
does not belong toa Bifhop as fuch; but all civil Power flows 


from the civil Magiftrate, who can accordingly revoke it es 
is 
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his Pleafure. Secondly, if a Prince violates the Rights of Bi- 
fhops, we ought carefully to confider whether the Rights vio- 
lated are of Divine Right belonging to the Church, or Human 
Ordinances founded upon Ecclefiaftical Canons and Conftitu. 
tions: If the former, we muft obey the Bifhops, 7. e. God 
rather than Man. This Controverfy, if itcan properly be 
call’d one, Mr. Hughes obferves, is clearly decided by the 
Apoftles, Aas 4.19. Thirdly, if they are of the later kind, 
indifferent in themfelves, and no way affe&ing the Eflence of 
Religion, we muft obey the Prince rather than the Bifhop. 
And, Fourthly, if they are of a doubtful Nature; if it is more 
probable that fome of the Effentials of the Chriftian Religion 
are affected than otherwife, the fafeft way is to obey the De 
crees of the Church, and to fuffer the Punifhments inflicted 
by the civil Magiftrate with a firm and undaunted Mind. 
Whoever follows thefe Rules, in all Contefts of thefe Kinds, 
will, in our Author’s Opinion, eafily fee which way to deter- 
min himfelf. 


Mr. Hughes’s Fourth general Head, is, That the Chriftian 
Church has a Divine Kight to the Power of Excommunication: 
This he proves, Firff, from the very Nature of a Society in 
general, and from that of the Chriftian Society in particular ; 
for it can’t be deny’d, but that every Society as fuch, has all 
thofe Powers naturally belonging to it, which are neceflary 
an order to its Prefervation, but there is no Power more ne- 
ceflary to the Prefervation of a Society, than that of admit- 
ting into it worthy Members, and of expelling the Difobedi- 
ent; therefore every Society as fuch, muft have thefe Powers, 
and if a Society is Incorporated by God Almighty, it has 
thefe Powers by Virtue of its Divine Incorporation; and con- 
fequently the Church which is a Divinely Inftituted Society, 
muft have a Divine Right to the Power of Excommunication. 
Mr. Aughes’s Second Argument for this Power is taken from 
Baptifm: Wis Third from Matt. 16. 19. Under which laft 
Head he treats of the Power.of Binding and Loofiag com- 
‘mitted by Chrift to his Church. But thefe things I have 
{Carce Room fo much as briefly to hint at in this Place. 
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The Fifth general Head is, that the Power of confecrating 
the Euchariss belongs only to Pricfts rightly ordained by Bi- 
fhops: Under this our Author fhews the neceflary Diftin@ion 
*twixt Clergy and Laity, and then proceeds to prove his 
main Point, which confifts of two Branches ; Firsf, that the 
Laity never received the Eucharist, unlefS it was confecrated 
by a Prieft 5 and, Secondy, that no Body had a Right io Con- 
fecrate the Elements, but a Prieft rightfully ordain’d by a 
Bifhop. The former of thefe he proves from the Words of 
the Inftitution, Luke 22, And the Explications given of it by 
the Primitive Fathers: And the later trom hence, that the 
Power of Adminiftring the Sacraments coud be deriv’d folely 
from God, and that confequently none can have this Power, 
but one that is ordained by God to Execute it ; that he is or- 
dain’d to this Purpofe who is folemnly appointed to it by the 
Church, and he is only appointed to it by the Church, who 
has Epifcopa/ Ordination for this purpofe, ec. 

Our Author’s laft Head is upon the Suffrages of the Laity, 
in the Eleétions of Ecclefiaftics inthe Primitive Church: And 
there he makes it his Bufinefs to prove at large, that they 
had no fhare at all in the Power of Ordination or Confecra- 
tion properly fo call’d, but were only barely to bear Tefti- 
mony to the good Lives and Converfations of thofe whom the 
Bifhops were to Ordain or Confecrate; at leaft during the 
FirSt three Centuries: Their Power he acknowledges increas'd 
in the Fourth Century in the EleGtions of Bifhops, but was 
complain’d of by the Bifhops themfelves as an Innovation, 
and as of very pernicious Confequence in the Church, 


Thus much muft ferve to give the Reader fomething of an 
Idea of Mr. Hughes’s Preliminary Difcourfes, annex’d to the 
prefent Edition of this Piece of St. chry/oftom’s.

’ Moneft all who contend for an unlimited Paffive Obedi- 
A ence to the Civil Power, our Excellent Author right- 
ly obferves, That there are none, who are more confident in 
their Affertions, or more fecure of their Caufe, than thofe 
who efpoufe the Patriarchal Scheme of Government, and found 
Civil Authority intirely upon the Paternal Authority, devolvy’d 
by Almighty God himfelfupon the Governours of this World. 
This Scheme is what Sir Robert Filmer proceeds upon in his 
celebrated. Patriarcha; which is fhéwn at.large to be a Rhap- 
fody of Nonfence and Inconfiftency by the Wonderful. Mr. 
Locke; and this Scheme Mr. Lefly pretends to deduce. and de- 
monftrate in his Rebearfals, with Succefs not unlike that of 
his Brother-Champion Sir R. Filmer ; as every one will foon 
{ee (if he has his .Eyes about him) who reads this admirable 
Piece of Mr. Hoadly’s, of which I am to prefent the Reader. 
with a fhort Account -in this Place... , 


The Firft thing Mr. Hoadly does upon. this Occafion, is, to 
propofe the Patriarchal Scheme diftin@ly. ia its feveral Bran- 
ches ; which he delivers at large under the following Heads. 


1. Firff, It is affirm’d; in this Scheme, that Adam was an 
Univerfal Monarch over all. who defcended from him. 


2: Secondly, That the~ Monarchy, begun in him, was ab/o- 
jute and uncontronlable ; not. to be forfeited by any Misbeha- 
viour.; not to be refifted:or oppofed ‘on-any Account by any 
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‘of the Race of Mankind ; and was made fo: by the Inftitution 
and Appointment of God himfelf, 


3. Third, That Cain being banifh'd, Adam was fucceeded, 
according to Divine Appointment, in this fame univerfal ab. 
folute Monarchy, by Sets, and fo fucceflively by the eldeft 
Sons in his Line down to the Fiood. 


»4« Fourthly, That after the Flood Noab was abfolute Univerfal 
Monarch, vefted with the fame Powers and Privileges which 
his Predeceflors before the Flood enjoy’d. 


5. Fifthly, That at the Divifion of Nations after the Flood, 
this Univerfal Monarchy was chang’d inte 70 Independent Mo- 
sarchies ; the feveral Nations being -rank’d by God himfelf 


under their. proper. Rulers, ; 


6.-Sixthly, That. the Succeffion-in thefe feveral Governments 
went on as formerly, by Primo-geniture, inthe Male Line, and 
this by Divine Inftitution. 


7. Seventhly, That the prefent Pofleflor of any Throne hath 
a Right to aj} the Powers and Privileges of the Firf# Monarchs, 
where there is no Claimer that can make out a better Right. 


8. And, Laftly, that it belongs to all Subjects to judge of 
_ of this Rigét, in Cafe of any Doubt or Competition. 


This merry Scheme is what Mr. Léfly has taken the Liberty 
to declare to be as true as Gofpel ; tho’ to every one who has 
read .the Scriptures of the Old and New Teftament, it muft 
appear Romantic at firft fight: And if we proceed to fearch in- 
to the Grounds upon which that Gentleman builds each par- 
ticular Propofition, we fhall find them utterly .incapable of 
fupporting the Weight that is laid upon em; generally no- 
thing to the purpofe, and but too often directly fubverfive of 
‘the Hypothefes they are brought to defend. This Mr. Hoadly 
has fhewn at large in the Piece before us. I fhall give an Ac- 
count of His Examination of the Evidences Mr. Le/ly brings for 
the Truth of One or Two of thefe Propofitions ; and leave the 


Reader from thence to form a Judgment of the reft. 
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The firft Branch of this Scheme is, That Adam was Univer: 


fal Monarch, properly fo called, over all his Defcendents : And 


this is faid to be very apparent from the Subjection to him re- 
quir'd of Eve by Almighty God ; from his being the Father 
of Mankind, from the Obedience due to Parents, and the 
many exprefs Commands of God in Holy Scripture for the 
fame 3; and from Almighty God’s calling himfelf a Farber, ec, 
Nay, fometimes Mr. Lefly attempts to prove that Adam was 
a Civil Governour, becaufe, if he was not, no Body elfe could 
be fo inthe firft Ages of the World. And to this laf, 
Mr. Headly anfwers, That this is the Queftion in difpute, Whe- 
ther there was not a Time at firft, in which there was no Cui! 
Government properly fo call’d ; Whether, as foon as there was 
Civil Government, Adam was the Perfon in whom it was folely 
lodg’d; And whether, fuppofing him at any time a Monarch, 
he claim’d this Power’ of Civil Government, as by Right be- 
longing to him, and did not enjoy it by the open or tacit 
Confent of his Defcendents voluntarily choofing him as an Ar- 
bitrator in all their Differences. Thefe are Points Mr. Hoadly 
rightly obferves, without the Proof of which this Scheme can- 
not ftand ; Whereas, merely to ask Who elfe could be? Or 
merely to urge the Confequenceof the World's being without 
a fettled Civil Government at firft,as an Abfurdity upon thofe 
who think it none, and are contending for that very thing, 
is, in the moft true Senfe, to take the thing for granted, 
which is the Point to be proved. 

With refpeé to the other Arguments made ufe of for the 
Support of this firft Propofition, Mr. Hoadly makes the follow- 
ing Obferwations. 


Firft, That the Command of Subjection given to Eve, or her 
Obligation to Submiffion refulting from her being form’d af- 
ter Adam, and out of him, refpected Adam only, in the fame 
Capacity in which all future lawful Husbands were to fucceed 
him ; who were to be look’d upon as Succeflors of Adam in 
this Superiority by the Appointment of God ; and their Wives, 
as fucceeding Eve in her dependent and inferior Condition. 


_ Secondly, That the Apoftle makes this ufe only of the Supe- 
riority of Adam over Eve, to fet it as a Precedent for Husbands 
and Wives, confider’d in a private Capacity only as fuch : 

I 
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If therefore the Subje@ion which the Apoftle layeth upon 
Wives (1 Tim. 2.13. &c.) makes not their Husbands Civil 
Magiftrates ; neither will the Subjection of Eve ( from which 
the Apoftle argues) make Adam a Monarch. 


Thirdly, That fuppofing this Injun&tion upon Eve made Adams 
Monarch, it made him only her Monarch ; not a Monarch over 
any of his Son’s Wives, whofe Subjeétion was required in this 
fame Command, in the fame Degree and Kind, to be paid ‘to 
their own Husbands. 

And whereas Mr. Lefly fays, That it is exceeding plain, 
that there was no State of Independency, as Eve and her Chil- 
dren were either by Birth or Appointment made d:pendent on 
Adam: Mr. Hoadly grants this, but fhews at the fame time, 
that itis no better than evading the Queftion by an ambiguous 
Word ; inafmuch as no one ever faid that there was at any 
time fuch an Independent State of Nature, as that Wives and 
Children were not dependent, as fuch, on Husbands and Pa- 
rents ; but this makes nothing againft that Judependent State 
which is pleaded tor, of Husbands and Fathers with refpe@ to 
one another; who might neverthelefs be fo mnch upon equal 
Terms, as that the Civil Government of many Families united 
might be a Matter of their own Choice and Compaé&, without 
the Violation of any Duty owing to Parents. 

As to what is alledgd in Proof of this firft Branch of the 
Patriarchal Scheme, taken from the Injunétions laid upon Chil- 
dren to obey their Parents, ec. befides feveral other Reafons 
why thefe cannot be directly applicable to the Civil Magi- 
ftrate, which | have not room to infift upon in this Place, 
Mr. Hoadly urges it as a Demonftration of their Invalidity to 
prove the Point they aim at, that the very fame Injunctions 
would have been given, whatfoever had been the Foundation 
of Civil Government. And if thefe Injunéions, as founded 
in the eternal Reafons and Natures of Things, would and muft 
have been the fame that we find ’em, whether Government 
had been founded upon Compaét or upon Paternal Authority, then 
thefe injuuctions can be no Proof that it was founded upon the 
later, or that Adam was a Civil Monarch merely by Virtue of 
Parternal Authority. 

Befides that, this Way of arguing will equally prove the 
Mother as abfoluce a Monarch as the Father, as Mr. Locke 
has obferv’d againft Filmer; andas Mr. Hoad’y has vindicated 
his Argumeat from the Objections made againft it. Bat: 
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But notwithftanding all thefe Objections againft this* ‘firft 
Branch of -the Scheme now under Confideration, Mr. Hoadly 
is willing to fuppofe, That Adam was a “Monarch, by being a 
Father: And he asks then, How he came to be Univer/al Mo. 
narch, as well over his Childrens Children, many Removes 
‘from him, as over his own Children, properly fo-call’d ; 
Whether by a Paternal Right, or by the Right of .a Grand- 
father or Great-Grandfather ? If the Right of the Father be faid 
«to have given him the Monarchy over his own Sons, and con- 
{equently over their Children, by having a Right to the Civil 
Government of their Fathers ;*Mr. Hoadly queitions the Con- 
fittency of this; inafmuch, as whatever Powers he could 
shave confider’d merely as a Father, ‘his Sons confider'd, as Fa- 


..thers muft have the fame over -their own Children. He asks 


therefore, ‘How came the Paternal Power of his Sons to be in 


“him ?. It muft -be either by God’s Appointment, or by the 


Confent and Compatt of his Sons. If by God’s Appointment, 
he asks farther, where it isplainly faid, That —Adam was to 
have the Supreme:Paterhal Authority not only over his Sons, 
but his Sons .Children to»many Generations ; If by. Compaé?, 
and his Sons and. Grand/ons voluntarily transferring their Au- 
thority upon their Common Father, we are then-come to the 
hated Scheme of Voluntary Compaét, and all the fuppofed evil 
Confequences of it. 

And whereas Mr. Lefly would pretend to prove a Afonare 
chical Power in the Paternal, becaufe God iscall’d a Father in 
Scripture ; a Reafon which would never be ufed till all elfe 
were worn out, which could be urg’d in Defence of a defpe- 
rate and finking Caufe ; Mr. Hoadly, in Anfwer, obferves ; 
-That the fame Power may be prov’d, by the fame Reafoning, 
to be in a Mafter ; even, becaufe:God is likewife calfd Me- 
fer. Secondly, That heis, on more Accounts than one, call‘d, 
and compar’d to, a Father; as on the Account of his bringing 
us into Being, as well as of his Tendernefs and Pity, and the 
like :. But Mr: Hoadly does not remember that He is-ever once 
call’d Father, when his Supreme Sovereignty and Dominion 
‘over all the World are defign’d to be reprefented to us; 
which yet might in reafon have been expected, were this 
Way of arguing admitted to be good. Thirdly, Mr. Hoadly 
obferves, That his Appealing to the Honour due to a Father, 
can’t fuppofe that Retherboodimplies in it Civil Authority 5 4 
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caufe this Appeal was made by Almighty God in thofe Times . 
in which the Fathers themfelves, to whofe Rights he alludes, 
were under the Civil Authority of others, 

The Arguments produc’d by Mr, Lefly in Defence of the /e- 
cond Branch of the Patriarchal Scheme ; viz. Adam’s being an: 
abfolute and uncontrou!able Monarch, are taken; First, from the 
Fatherly Authority, which he fays is abjolute ; and particularly, 
from the Power of Life and Death, in the firft Times, abfo- 
lutely lodg’d in the Fathers; as well as from the Commands: 
given to Children, in after Ages, of unlimited Obedience: 
and Submiflion.. Secondly, from the Apoftle’s founding the: 
Authority of all: Husbands upon that of Adam over Eve : And, 
thirdly; from the Nature of Civil Government, which requires, 
that the-Monarch fhou’d be abfolute and uncontroylable in al}: 
Cafes. Mr. Hoadly anfwers what Mr. Lefly rakes together, 
in Proof of thefe Particulars, fully and at large; fhewing, 
that there is not the leaft Shadow of Reaon to believe that: 
the Fathers had anciently Power of Life and Death over their: 
Children, ec. with alt poffible Perfpicuity and. . Accuracy. 
And proving ftri@ly, aad with Demonftration, that the Nz-- 
ture Of Governmens does not require unlimited Obedience, butra- 
ther the contrary ; that the /a# Refort has as little occafion 
for it; that the Word Supreme, tho’ play‘d with all the ways: 
a roving. Fancy can fuggeft, will not prove the Point; and. 
that the general Terms Rule, obey, Government, Obedience, Ge. 
can do nothing at all towards the rendring,.in the leaft de-- 

ree, probable this beloved flavifh Tenet: 

Mr. Hoadly is long and. full in handling the Argument drawn 
from:the Nature of Government, becaufe it is of great Jmpor-: 
tance to.the Caufe before us 3 and after having ferioufly exa-: 
min’d. all the Proofs alledg’d for: Adam’s abfolute, unlimited 
Authority, and the Obligation of all his Dependents to an 
unconfin’d paffive Subjection ; . he leaves it to his Reader to. 
judge on what ftrong Foundations, and onwhat plain Tetts 
this univerfal, abfolute Civil Authority of Adam is built ; and 
whether it.be very becoming a Divine, or indeed a Chriftian, : 
— to aflert the Divine Inftitution of this: to be as evident in thes 

Bible, as that God created the Heavens and the Earth. 
~ The third Branch of the Patriarchal Scheme is, That Cais: 
being difinherited, Adam was fucceeded , according to Divine: 


Appointment, ia this univerfai abfolute.Monarchy, by Se:h, 
ancl. 
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and fo fucceffively by the Eldeft of his Branch down to the 
Flood : In Proof of this Mr. Lefly alledges Gen. 4. 7. to make 
it appear, that the Succeflion by. Primo-genitureto Adam’s uni- 
verfal abfoluce Sovereignty, was the Defign and Inftitution 
of God: And Gen. Chap. 5. to fhew that Caiz being difiahe- 
hited, Seeb fucceeded by Divine Right of Primo-geniture, and 
after him the reft of the Patriarchs in order, as recorded 
in this Chapter. Mr. Hoady fhews at large the Extrava- 
gancy of building the former of thefe Conclufions upon 
fuch an obfcure Text as Gen. 4.7. which yet has fo much 
clear in it, as fhews that itis dire&tly contrary to Mr. Lefly’s 
Purpofe. -As to the other Particular, That there was a 
Succeffion to Adam’s fuppofed Monarchy in Serh’s Line, and 
this according to Primo-genitnre; which Mr. Lejly would 
prove from Gen. 5. which, he tells us, contains the Genealogy 
from Adam down to the Flood, by the naming only his Line 
by Serb; afferting at the fame time, that in the Genealogy on- 
ly the Firft-born are mention’d; that in the Contents of the 
Chapter, made the other Day, thefe are call’d Patriarchs ; 
‘which Word fignifies the Ruler of a Country ; and that from 
hence it undeniably follows, that the abfolute Univerfal Mo- 
narchy of Adem was continued in Seth’s eldeft Branch down 
to the Flood, after the Banifhment of Cain. Mr. Hoadly fhews 
the Ridiculoufnefs of this Conclufion from this Train of Sup- 
pofals, fully and at large; and even the dire& Impoflibility 
that Mofes fhould have defign’d inthis Pedigree to give us an 
Account of the Succeffion in Adam’s Monarchy. 

Under all the other Heads Mr. Headly is equally fuccefsful 
againit Mr. Lefly 5 fhewing the Precarioufnefs of all the Argu- 
ments he alledges in Proof of his vain Hypothefes ; and pro- 
ving, beyond Contradiction, that the Patriarchal Scheme neyer 
took place but in the fruitful Brains of a few modern defign- 
ing Politicians ; that if ever it had took place, it could be of 
no ufe at prefent in the World; but that People muft fubmit 
to their prefent Governours uponanother Foot, either becaufe 
they are a&tually in Pofleflion of Crowns which none can lay 
-a better Claim to of all the Defcendents of Adam, and for col- 
literal Reafons; or, becaufe their Right to ’em is founded 
either in the exprefs or tacit Confent of the People whom 
they govern. : 
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The Reader may obférve, by the Seventh and Eighth Branches 
of the Patriarchal Scheme, that when a Difpute. arifes ‘twixt 
Two, or any other Number of contending Parties, about the 
Rights to a vacant Throne, by Virtue of the requifite De- 
{cent from Adam, capable of qualifying ’em for that Goveru- 
ment, even Mr, Le/ly condefcends to grant, that it belongs to 
Subjects, the People, the Mob, to judge of this Right : Tho’ 
he often difclaims their being proper Judges when they are 
abus’d and aggriev’d. Whereas certainly, tho’ a Man is not at 
all skill’d in Genealogy, he may have his Senfes about him ; 
and the Mafs of Mankind are better qualified to feel when 
their Heads are broke, than to determine accurately how 
fuch and fuch Perfons Competitors tor Crowns are ce- 
icended. But Mr. Lefly can complement the Mobb into 
Perfons of Figure and Capacity when his Scheme requires it ; 
tho’ he will not fuffer others to take it for granted, that the 
Body of Mankind have their Senfesabout ’em, when fuch an 
Hypothefis is fubfervient to Principles which he diflikes. 

After Mr. Hoadly has fufficiently baffled thePatriarebal Scheme, 
he comes to make fome important Obfervations upon it, de- 
duced from what he has before difcours’d ; fhewing, beyond 
Poffibility of reafonable Contradi@tion, that this Scheme of 
Government reflects, in the higheft manner imaginable, upon 
the Honour of Aimighty Ged ; upon the Conduct of our Sa- 
viour and his Apoftles, Gc. Notwithftanding which, Mr. Le/- 
ly is pleas’d to look upon it as a Fac more clearly eftablifhd 
than Epifcopacy it felf, nay, than the Creation of the World, 
and-the Redemption of Mankind by the Appearance of fefus 
Christ in the Elefh. It is enough to make any ferious Chrifti- 
an tremble, to confider what trifling Evidences are brougnt 
for the Patriarchal Scheme, and, at the fame time, to find It 
allow’d a parallel Evidence not only with Epifcopacy, which is, 
comparatively, a Matter of a much lefs Moment, but with 
the Creation of the World, and the Redemption cf Mankind : 
But what will not ftrong Prejudices and finifter Defigns lead 
Men to fay ? Mr. Hoadly fhews after this the abfolute Ufeleis- 
nefs of this Scheme to the World, its Self-contradiction, ec. 
which he calls, in the Conclufion of this Part of the Work be- 
fore us,a Scheme of Government without Foundation or Appea- 
rance of Truth, charging great Abfurdities upon Almighty 
God, prejudicing (in the Way in which it has been defended) 
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the greateft Articles of the Chriftian Faith ; a Scheme of Na. 
tional Government, with which no Nation that we kuow of, 
- was ever acquainted, and from which no People ever receiv’d 
any Benefit; a Scheme for eftablifhing the Rights and Titles 
of Princes, by which no ‘paft Prince ever did, and ‘no prefent 
or future Prince ever can, claim his Crown ; a Scheme, which 
utterly condemns our Happy Conftitution, as Rebellion, and 
our Excellent: Queev, as an Ufurper above all Ufurpers; a 
Scheme, which, to our Comfort, deals as hardly with it felf 
as with others ; faying and unfaying, giving Commiflions and 
annulling ’em, deftroying its own Defigns, confuting its own 
Principles, contradiGting its own Ends, and leaving, even 
Paffive Obedience it felf, without a Guard, and void of all 
fubftantial Proof.
